thirstiness... But Mr. Puruirs has altered 
his note. The election law and the force 
act mspire bis sanguinary imagination 
with the hope of violent changes, and be- 
ing a quick and sagacious man, he begins 
to see in General Grant a likely revolu- 
tionist on whom red-handed ruffianism 
may confidently rely. S0 Mr. PHrwirs 
is at length happy in General Granr. 

There is really a bit ot suggestion in 
this little straw. No man in America is 
readier to detect an opening for disturb- 
ance than WENDELL Pim; and he 
understands, as plainly as we do, that the 
recent legislation of Congress, planned and 
compelled by the Administration, means 
business. The conceit about our republi- 
can antecedents and democratic habits is 
not only over-weening vanity, but a 
gleetul gibbeiish which deceives the peo- 
ple into a happy stupor that serves ad- 
mirably the designs of the Radical con- 
spiracy.

When 
OLIVER CROMWELL stamped his foot on 
the floor he was in name but a creature of 
the Parliament which he turned out of 
doors. General Grant is by commission 
a seryant of the people; but in command 
be is their master and might at this mo- 
ment cause any man in the South to be 
arrested, tried by military commission and 
hanged without risking t} e place he holds 
and still less his head. Emperor WILLIAM, 
an acknowledged sovereign, could not do 
the like. 

General GRANT may not be a statesman, 
a philosopher or a soldier. But he is not 
a tool; and it is the absence of great qual- 
ities of mind which make him most dan- 
gerous. We do not pretend to say that the 
conspiracy of which he is the central 
figure will succeed. It may fail. But 
trom General Grant's stand-point it has 
every chance of success, and he is exactly 
the man to go in, with the gambler’s 
spirit, on that chance. His retention in 
the White House four years longer will 
involve either a civil war, with its battle-

For three years he 
wes not silowed to write to his wife, and 
not after that time unless his letters were 
such as suited the eutborities to allow. 
He wrote seven letters in succession, but 
each, in tun Was suppressed, as conteining 
conti aband matier. At one time he thought he 
must ole, aud, believing it due te the jworld 
that bis treatment should be made knowa a: it 
was, be refused to write at all in mee to 
putting on record a false statement in reference 
te his prison life; that the Government could 
point to bis letters as evidence of the kind treat- 
ment be bad received. Many, however, were 
forced to write falsely la regard to the conduct 
of the authorities, in order to communicate with 
thelr friends at all, and thus, in many instances, 
the Government use these letters as evidenc3 
that ber officials deported tbemselves humanely. 

In Courtland prison he was forced to act a: 
laundtess“ for thieves and cui-throats; and 
when be proclaimed against such meulal service, 
acd refused to suffer it longer. was sent to the 
stone quarries. There, in rain or sunshine, he 
was forced to work; and While others were per- 
Mitied to gO under shed in failing weather, he 
and bis fellows were kept out in the rain, the 
overseers attending dressed in their oil-clotha. 
Many, of course, became quite III, but they got 
ao medical treatment, and one died from ex- 
pcsure. One broke his Soger at work, but was 
not even allowed to have it amputated, and 
worked with bis band n aslivg. Ou refusing 
to salute the officers, being completely indignant 
from bis treatment, be was stood upon his fee. 
by some, “hile other: beld nu arm in the preper 
position. 

He bad heard of men eating cats and dogs, bu! 
he could Dave swallowed almost anything after 
months of starvation. His dreams were of bread 
und butter. and he has often laughed since over 
upbraiding himself im pri-on for not having 
eaten twice as much a3 he did while out. He was 


“set upon often by a half dozen brutal guards a’ 


once, and beaten terribly, They would then, to 
shield them:elves, report him for prior assault, 
when he would be dragged ino a cell, kept on 
bread and water and grve!l. 

The speaker’s descriptions of his oakum- 

pleking while is prison were laughable, not- 
withstanding the fndignatfon such meanness on 
the part ofs great nation would exciie. Though 
his daily task was finished before pight, he was 
compelled to cecupy the entire day in labor. He 
was forced to act as scavenger for watecs-closets, 


and to do every work that might tend to degrade ‘ 


and mortify. His anecdote of breaking the 
gtucl-bowl and wooden spcons excited great 
lsughter. After eating out of the bowl on bis 
ali fou:s,as be was obliged to do, having no 
spoon, and being handcuffed, he jumped 
with both feet on this vessel and 
ciushed i to pieces. One day while 
the Governor was passing around for the usual 
salute, Mr. O' Donovan seized a vessel in his cell 
asa tbrew the entire contents into bis face, say- 
ing,“Tbis is my-salute.”” For this uqvel salu- 
tation he was beaten, handcuffed, aud almost 
brought tothe point of death.
